day last, he partook of a public dinner— 
at which nearly two hundred persons 
were present.

not yet reached us.—He was expected 
to partake of a public dinner in *Ha- 
gerstown on Saturday last.

made its appearance in Frederick.—It 
was incorrect: It should have been 
Fredericksburg;, Fa. 


We have been informed, that several 


cases have occurred in the neighbor- 
hood of Carlisle. 


Mr. Van Buren tendered his resigna- 


tion as Governor of the State of New- 
York, to both Houses of the Legisla- 
ture, on the 12th inst. for the purpose 
of accepting the appointment of Secre- 
tary of State of the U. States.—The du- 
ties of Governor, will devolve for the 
remainder ot the term (nearly two years) 
upon Lt. Governor Throop. 


Amongst the numerous appoint- 


ments made by the President and Sen- 
ate, we notice that THOMAS P. MOORE 
of Kentucky, has been appointed Min- 
ister to Colombia, in the room of Gen.

ated at the high-handed kidnapping of

Thus there appears to be no prospect 
of an immediate termination of the war.

REFORM. 


We are fast learning the meaning of 


the word ^reform." 
There is a practi- 


cal exposition of it in the appointment 
of Mr. Moore to Colombia, which 
might enlighten the dullest understand- 
ing. 
General Harrison, a distinguish- 


ed officer of the late war, the hero of 
Tippecanoe, of Fort Mcigs, of the Mo- 
ravian Towns, where Proctor's army 
was annihilated; an officer, whose ser- 
vices to his country, rank little brlow 
those of the hero of New-Orleans him- 
self—was appointed, during the last 
year, by President Adams, to the office 
from which he is now recalled :—he 
left this country in the autumn, and has 
scarcely placed his foot upon the soil of 
Colombia, before the mandate issues 
for his return—not for any misconduct, 
not for any unfitness or incapacity, 
for he is confessedly a man of ability, 
but because he was opposed in the late 
political struggle, to the now dominant 
party. This, we believe, is the first in- 
stance of the kind which has occurred 
since the existence of the Government. 
In the warmest periods of political 
strife, there is no record of a Minister 
'being recalled merely on account of his 
political sentiments; but numerous in- 
stances occur of appointments being 
made by former administrations from 
the ranks of their political opponents. 
Thus, the elder President Adams ap- 
pointed Mr. Gerry to France—Mr. Jef- 
i'erson appointed Mr. Pinckney to Eng-' 
land—Mr. Madison appointed Mr. Bay- 
ard to Ghent, and to St. Pelersburgh.— 
The quest!on might be asked—What 
have our foreign ministers to do with 
the party strifes which are raging at 
home ? The magnanimous sentiment 
of Admiral Blake, in the days of the 
English Commonwealth, will be adopt- 
ed by every American who serves his 
country abroad—"It is immaterial to 
us'' said he to his officers, "what party 
is in power at home—our business is to 
prevent foreigners from fooling us." 


Of Mr. Moore, we know nothing fur- 


ther, than that he was a member of the 
late Congress, and an active and violent 
partisan of General Jackson's. 
His 


qualifications, if any exist, are unknowt, 
and his services are altogether of a par- 
ty character. 
This it seems, is the re- 


form^ we were promised :—the removal 
of men of high character, eminent pub- 
lic services and acknowledged qualifi- 
cations, to make way for men distin- 
guished by no single qualification but 
their merit as political partisans. 


But economy—aye-—this. was to be 


the golden age of economy—"Under 
everykaspectin which it can be consid- 
ered, it would appear that advantage 
must result from the observance of a 
strict and faithful economy.'7—So far as 
the interests of the country were con- 
cerned, the appointment of Mr. Moore 
was unnecessary; for it will be admit- 
ted, we presume, by all, that General 
Harrison would protect the interests of 
his country as well and as faithfully, at 
Bogota, as Mr. Moore. This admit- 
ted, all must acknowledge, that the ad- 
ditional outfit which must be paid to 
Mr. Moore of $9000, is so much money 
unnecessarily, uselessly, and of course, 
improperly, taken from the public trea- 
sury ; in other words, it is g9000 
thrown away. It is public money, not 
paid for public services, or expended 
for the public weal, but squandered at 
the shrine of party spirit.
